His performances were so 
impressive that Enfield man- 
ager Ted Hardy signed him 
for £2,000. But such was the 
strength of the Enfield squad 
that Glynn could not com- 
mand a regular place and lost 
form. 

Last December he played

Claremont. Road but did not 
stand out. 

When Eddie McCluskey 
succeeded Hardy at Enfield, 
he brought several of his old 
Barking players with him in- 
cluding tall striker - Peter 
Burton.

-wards and Nicky Glover has 
since joined Dulwich while 
Glynn, 21 comes to Wycom- 
be. 
© He is regarded as a nippy 
goal poacher rather than a 
tall target man, but he is cer- 
tainly a useful acquisition fol- 
lowing the absence abroad of 
Terry Scott (U.S.A‘) and 
Gary Toll (Middle East) who 
set up such a good partner- 
ship at the end of last season.
